he courage and strength of the logging man, especially 
on hazardous log drives down churning rivers, has 


been immortalized in American literature. From such men 
comes the legendary Paul Bunyan. 


With modern technology, the old log drives are grad- 


ually disappearing. Now logs are hauled to mills mostly 
on trucks and trains. 


One of the last major sawlog drives in the nation took 


place recently when some 35 million board feet of logs 
were moved down the Clearwater river in northern Idaho 
to a mill at Lewiston. 


The logs were stacked some 90 miles upriver during 


the summer and winter months by Jogging crews who 
felled the timber and skidded if to the river's edge. The 
drive began with the high waters of the spring runoff. 


A 34-man crew accompanied the logs down river, using 


pevees and pike poles to clear jams. 


With them went a floating cook and bunk house called 


a wannigan—a three-piece raft buoyed by inflatable pon- 
toons and steered with powerful outboard motors. 


Once the drive is under way the crew is seldom dry. 


They spend eight hours each day in the water working 
logs loose. Sure footedness, quick reflexes and brute 
strength are qualifications for the job. 


This drive, by Patlatch Forests, Inc., has been going on 


annually since 1929 but will soon end. Next year the logs 
will be diverted through a tunnel at the Dworshak dam 
construction site some 40 miles below the starting point. 
The following year the logs will have to be moved by 
truck since the dam will block the way. 


Now, any logging man will tell you that if old Paul 


Bunyan were still around they'd still make the drive. He'd 
just lift those logs right over the dam! 


Using pevees, two members of the crew try to work 
logs jammed at river's edge back into the river. 


Powerful jet boats carry the crews to and from the 
jams in the river and everyone wears life vests. 


Once a jam starts to break up the crews must scram- 
ble quickly back into the boat to keep from being 


carried away with the logs. Sometimes the logs are 
pulled apart with a line attached to the jet boats.

predator trappers than a n y 
state in the nation, 24 at last 
count, and annually pours an 
estimated $180,000 down t h e 
predator hole. Missouri, by con- 
trast, has a model program: 
employing only one trapper to 
teach farmers to catch outlaw 
animals that are actually do- 
ing damage. Missouri's exten- 
sion 
citizen-twpper 
program 


absts less than $10,000 a year 
and complaints from farmers 
have dropped to almost zero. 


Therefore, it was encouraging 


to see the commission lift its 
ban or predator hunting during 
the off-season. This is the first 
step Arkansas has taken toward 
a sensible predator program 
since the bounty system was dis- 
credited. 
^We never could understand 
why the state should squander 
thousands of dollars o nan army 
of trappers,'then forbid honest 
sportsmen from hunting coyotes, 
bobcats and other "varmints" 
for pleasure. Predator hunting is 
usually done during the sum- 
mer months when other seasons 
are closed. 


However, including beneficial 


hawks and owls on the list of 
Unprotected species is objection- 
able. Nor, now that beavers have 
made a comeback, is ther justi- 
fication for leaving them com- 
pletely unprotected, even though 
they do cause crop damage in 
some areas. 


The owl and the hawk have 


an undeservedly bad reputation, 
based on ignorance, for destroy- 
ing domestic fowl and game 
birds. The rare marsh hawk may 
ftp a quail or rabbit now and 
-then, but the thousands of crop- 
eating rodents and insects most 
hawks and owls devour each 
year more than make up for 
any game damage. 


Nature's balance is a delicate 


thing and it is unwise to trifle 
with it. Hawks and owls are 
among t h e 
farmer's 
best 


friends. The game regulations 
atiould be modified to protect 
them, not encourage them anni- 
hilation by misinformed hunt- 
ers.Wolves also should be exclud- 
ed from the "open season" list, 
as unlikely as this may seem. 
The timber wolf (Canus lupus) 
was never native to Arkansas, 
folklore 
notwithstanding, and 


the only two types of wolves AT- 


* 


ansas ever had, the Mississippi 
alley Red-Wolf (Canis niger 


Gregoryi) and the Texas Red 
Wolf are almost extinct and de- 
serve protection. Both of Arkan- 
sas's wolves have been placed 
on the endangered species list 
by wildlife organizations and 
only a few hold out in remote 
areas. 


Most "wolves" reported are 


actually coyotes, which have 
•(tended their range through- 
out Arkansas. Coyotes seldom 
weigh more than 35 pounds, 
while 
the 
Mississippi 
Wolf 


weighs between 
45 and 
65 


pounds. Genuine wolves are rare 
in Arkansas> In fact, two Cana- 
dian biologists have searched the 
state diligently for Canus niger

finesse. He tried and lost. 
East led a second club and 
the hand collapsed.

m i n u t e s . 
The time and 


thought proved w e l l worth- 
while b e c a u s e he came up 
with a play that was certain 
to win for him provided dia- 
monds broke 3-2 and trumps 
broke 3-1 or better.

He was 26, a young officer fresh 
from West Point. She was 18, the 
popular society girl from Denver.

After marriage came a career that took 
the soldier from dreary Army posts to 
world capitals and eventually the supreme 
command of Allied European forces. They 
were together except for the grimmest 
days of World War II.

Eisenhower adjusts the tie of the soldier 
in unaccustomed mufti as president of 
Columbia University in 1948. 


Together in Chicago on July 11, 1952, 
they heard the Republican National Con- 
vention roar approval of his nomination 
for the presidency.

After the White House, home became the 
farm near Gettysburg, Pa., where they re- 
turned at Christmas 1965 after his recov- 
ery from two heart attacks.

Painted lane markers are passe on California highways. Replacing 
them are raised, plastic markers, above, dearly visible in daylight and 
which at night, reflect headlamp light. Spanning a 24-foot space are 
sets of three white, domed, nonreflective markers and one of the reflec- 
tor type. The opposite side of the reflective marker flashes red to warn 
drivers traveling the wrong way on a freeway. On two-lane highways 
they glow yellow to mark the center line. The markers rise .65 inch 
above road surface, cause a rumble which alerts a sleepy or inattentive 
driver that he is changing lanes Where snow removal equipment is
